Cost Of Living 
Social Security 
Package Studied 
President To Speed Viet Pullout 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A So­ 
cial Security welfare bill that 
includes cost of living increases 
for retirees as well as an ap­ 
proximation of President Nix­ 
on’s family assistance plan has 
been 
outlined 
by 
the 
House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
The 
committee.

was 
learned, 
turned 
the 
package 
over to its technical staff for 
drafting before 
recessing for 
the Easter holiday. 
Decisions 
made so far are tentative. 
The committee may yet ask 
another special boost in Social 
Security benefits, even though 
a IO per cent increase is just 
now taking effect. That ques­ 
tion 
along 
with 
possible 
in­ 
creases in the Social Security 
tax will be taken up when tho 
panel returns. 
The cost of living plan calls 
for benefits to rise at the same 
percentage pace with inflation, 
whereas 
payroll 
taxes 
would 
climb at the same rate as the 
average national wage. Under 
present law the base wage, ef­ 
fective 
next 
vear, 
would 
be 
$9,000. 


There would be no automatic 
benefit increase in a year fol­ 
lowing one in which Congress 


had legislated a special benefit 
raise. 
For the first time, persons re­ 
tired for disability, though not 
their dependents, would be eli­ 
gible for Medicare. This is now 
limited to the aged. Disability 
retirees would be eligible only 
after two years 
from 
retire­ 
ment. 
The retired aged

allowed to earn $2,000, instead 
of $1,680, without having their 
benefits reduced.

Spiraling Ohio Nursing Home Costs To Continue Climb

COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Nursing home care in Ohio costs 
nearly $500 a month, compared 
with $225 a month five years 
ago—and that doesn’t include 
medication and doctors’ fees. 
Cecil Mitchell, administrator 
of the Eastview Nursing Home 
in Tolelo, and president-elect 
of the Ohio Nursing Home As­ 
sociation 
(O N H A), 
predicts 
“ costs will continue to rise IO 
to 15 per cent a year.” 
Mitchell 
cited 
the 
figures 
Tuesday at the annual conven­ 


tion of the ONHA, being held 
in Columbus. The organization 
represents 420 of about 850 pri­ 
vate nursing homes in the state. 
Mitchell said increased costs 
are due to federal regulations, 
increases in the minimum wage 
now $1.60 an hour—and unioni­ 
zation of personnel. 
He charged that “ care of tile 
elderly has become a political 
football, especially on the fed­ 
eral level.” 
He said 
rn a j o r emphasis 
should be on patient care, but 
noted, “ We have traveled away 
from this alarmingly in terms 


of regulations on such things as 
doorway widths and sprinkler 
systems.” 
Over 200 of the Ohio homes 
participate 
in 
the federally- 
funded Medicare program, and 
about 240 are included in Medic­ 
aid, which lf split into federal 
and 
state funding. 
In March nearly 20,000 nurs­ 
ing home patients were receiv­ 
ing aid. 
Last year Medicaid payments 
to nursing home patients totaled 
$26,823,326, according to Welfare 
Department figures. This was 
matched by $29,551,887 in fed­ 
eral money.

Tax inequities are not new. From Hie 
time the first taxes were imposed they 
have been unequal because they treat 
individual taxpayers differently. Pres­ 
ent tax laws are filled with inequalities. 
Single taxpayers versus those who 
are married. Families with children 
versus those 
without. 
Different tax 
rales for different incomes. Considera­ 
tion tor tax purposes of the source of 
the income. Special treatment for cer­ 
tain kinds of expenses. 
The list is lengthy. Some of these “ in­ 
equalities’’ have become acceptable, at 
least to a large number of taxpayers. 
But there are others which defy logic. 
Statistics released by the Treasury 
Department on taxpayers who avoid 
payment of any federal income taxes 
point out one of the most glaring in­ 
equities. 


The largest group of taxpayers who 
pay no federal taxes are the 37.4 per 
cent of those with incomes under $5,000, 


but Hie second largest percentage (4.66) 


falls in the category of adjusted gross 
incomes of $1 million or more. 
Of 1,023 Americans who reported ad­ 
justed gross incomes of more than a 
million dollars in 1969, 56 paid no taxes 
at all. What these 56 did was not il­ 
legal. in fact it is protected by the tax 
code. 
Correcting tax structures so every­ 
one. except the very poor, pays at least 
some tax ought to be a priority item 
on the congressional agenda. The day 
of the free ride, except for those unable 
to pay, must be closed if the broad mid­ 
dle spectrum of taxpayers carrying the 
major load is to be relieved.

Washington, of two classic representations 
of The Declaration of Independence, and 
other revered works. The Dictionary of Amer­ 
ican Biography begins. “John Trumbull, the 
painter of the Revolution, was bom in Leb­ 
anon, New London County, Conn. The young­ 
est of six children of Gov. Jonathan Trum­ 
bull and Faith Robinson Trumbull, he was 
emphatically ‘well born.’ ’’ 
The family founded in America in 1639 at 


Roxbury, Mass., by John Trumble, was made 
illustrious before the time of Governor Jona­ 
than, who adopted Trumbull as the spelling: 
of the name in 1766. In 1771, he was, uniquely 
among the governors, a staunch supporter of 
colonial rights, He foresaw then the possi­ 
bility of independence. With the beginning 
of warfare in 1775, he was the only colonial 
governor to take the patriot side. 
A new* Webster’s Dictionary of Popular 
Names (G. & C. Merriam Co.), edited by an 
Englishman, Geoffrey Payton, has “Brother 
Jonathan” as “A nick­ 
name for a U.S. citizen, 
possibly deriving from 
the 
English 
colonists* 
penchant for Christian 
names taken fro m the 
Old T e sta m e n t.” A 
more popular version of 
the origin of the name 
is that Governor Trum­ 
bull w as a close friend 
of Gen. George Wash­ 
ington, who affectionate­ 
ly 
spoke of him 
as 
‘‘Brother Jonathan,” and 
this became synonymous 
with loyal American in 
New England vernacu­ 
lar speech. British did 
apply “Jonathan" deri­ 
sively to patriots deemed 
country bumpkins. 
The favorable concept 
was found in caricature 
during the War of 1812- 
15, and continued in us­ 
age after “Uncle Sam” 
was also popularized. 


“Brother Jonathan,” the forerunner of “I'ne Ie Sam” in political 
rartoons, as represented in a caricature of William Charles’ dur­ 
ing War of 1812-15. It refers to O. II. Perry’s defeat of British 
in Battle of l^ake Erie. “Perry” was also the name of a common 
pear wine. The “Johnny” who has to swallow it Is, of course, 
“John Bull,” personification of Britain in political cartoons.
